Widening Project 


(From the Claremont Courier) 

Evidence that the state is aid- 
ing the completion of the widen- 
ed Foothill boulevard is seen in 
the legal notice by the Division of 
{Highways of the state in the 
iCourier, giving notice of intention 
to move nine buildings from the 
state highway right-of-way be- 
tween Claremont and Glendora. 

It is expected that those por- 
tions of this stretch as yet un- 
improved under the new  pro- 
ject will be widened and resur- 
faced as soon as the state com- 
pletes the above work. One por- 
tion of the stretch, between San 
Diams wash and Glendora, has al- 
ready been opened to traffic by 
the Griffith company, contractors, 
eliminating three bad curves and 
a@ narrow bridge. 

East of Glendora several leng- 
thy stretches have been improved 
into a magnificent four-line high- 
way, and work is going ahead 
on other parts of the improved 
and straightened highway be- 
tween that city and Pasadena.
